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1 . Given a tool shank of a known cross section, it is well within the abilities of one skilled 
in the art to shape the collet jaws in a manner which will mate with and securely grip that known 
tool shank cross section. Note especially figures 8-10 and the corresponding discussion on page 
2 of Lewthwaite, but see also the configurations of Graham, Knowles, Wadworth, Harrist, and 
Leland. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. On line 1 of claim 1, the phrase "in particular in the form of a drill rod" does not 
make it clear if the device is actually a drill rod or not. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would-have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dechnik 
(1075699) in view of GB 2,228,695. Dechnik show a drill chuck having a shank 5 and an 
opposite seat having a slot 7 which forms two elastic support/adjustment areas 6. An internally 
threaded sleeve/fastening component 19 is rotated in order to flex the support/adjustment areas in 
order to grip or release tool shank 10. Note the cross section of the tool shank in figure 3. It is 
well known by those skilled in the art to provide collet chucks with various gripping shapes in 
order to accommodate shanks of a different shapes. Figures 1, 4, and 5 of GB '695 show a 
cutting tool 12 having a shank/supporting component with convergent abutment surfaces 18 and 
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an opposed contact surface 15. It is considered to have been obvious to have provided the 
gripping surfaces of Dechnik of a shape which will match the shank of the GB '695 device in 
order to adapt it to grip a different shape. 

5. Claims 2-7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
